A 68 gsm airlaid web was prepared according to the methods Example 10. The 
web was not humidified between heated compaction rolls. The pulp web was sprayed with 
binder blend comprising 84% 75% Lion SSB-3b acrylic-acid based binder (LION Corporation, 
Tokyo, Japan) and 15% Dur-O-Set ® RB adjusted to a final spray solids of 44% 25%. The 
thickness of the web after drying was 1.5 mm. The web had a machine direction dry tensile of 
1.8 kg/3"
